Then, what excuſe or plea could 
my ignorance and madnefſe-have, 
if in ſolcarnedan age, I ſhould cell 
the world in print , that I knew any 
thing fo comprehenſively , as' that [ 
were ignorant of it 1n . nothing 3 

. Where» 
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Whereas , there are. more depths 
of nature.in a litrle Gnart, then the 
learning of |the World ſhall ever 
attain in this mortall ſtate. And he 
hath gone far in knowledge , that 
knowes his owne ignorance 3 And 
hec's unworthy to know more, that 
is aſhamed to-contcfle ir,, And fo 
much, by digreſſion. From the Defi- 
nition , I (hall come to the Subject 
of this diſcaſe , and then more di» 
ſtinaly to the Effc& it ſelt ; which, 
( though they have been touched in 
the Definition, ) yer being moſt con- 
Giderable parts,, rcquirc a particular 
hand,

bur the Members of generation, the 
mouth, and inftrumenes of ſenſe and 
motion 3 no greater reaſon can be 
given, then the rendernefle of thoſe 
parts , their imporency ro reſiſt ſuch 
an enemy, and their exquiſite ſenſe, 
That the humors firſt , and next:the 


| ſpirits, are the chict ſear," chis'a- 


mounts to a realon undeniable; thar. 
the diſcaſe ſo fpecdily ſpreads the 
whole body, Belides, the ſpirits ha-: 
ving their chief 1clidence in thoſe 
parrs, (the genitalls, and ſeminary 
veſſeils for generarion, ) the Liver, 
( according to old opinion ) and the 
Veines:, heart and maſle of blood, 
(according ro the new ) and'1n the; 
head for lenſe and motion ; theſe: 


parts muſt needs be firſt , and more. 
taken

raken of this diſeaſe, then the out- 
ward parts, which wich their nou- 
riſhment -muſt of neceſſity , aftter- 
wards, ſucceſſively have this defile- 
ment conveyed unto them allo. 
Neither may any one think; that the 
humors and ſpirits are no living bo- 
dies, and. therefore, not the ſubject of 
this diſcaſe 3 Though I could grant 
the conſequence , yet the Antece- 
dent can never be made- good. For 
can they be the firſt receivers, inſtru- 
ments , and conveyers of Lite unto 
the other parts , and yet have no life 
m.chemſelves> Are they nourithed, 
augmented; diminiſhed, (which are 
properties of living bodies) and yet 
be no living bodies > We conclude 
then , the humors and ſpirits to be 
the ſubjeds of this diſcaſe 3 For they 
have the .requifite conditions of a 
true ſubje&, which are-theſe : Thar 
primarily, and of themſelves , and 
not by the intervention of any other, 


and alwayes, while the diſcaſe a- 
bides 
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bides in the body , ir is ſeated in 
them , though not alwayes.4n.them 
onely. The trurh of this aptnion, 
you will the more reſtin , and with 
the greater evidence; if I avoid the 
pretended claime, that other parts 
of the body are ſuppoſed ro have, to 
be the ſcars of this diſcaſe. There 
be three opinions only, amongſt ma- 
ny. others , which are worthy to be 
taken into this conteſt, 

For ſome have {cated this. diſeaſe 
in the members of generation; others 
in the Liver, anda third ſort in.the 
Head. Firſt, Reaſon and experience 
both, will diſcharge the  Genitalls, 
from bcing the ſubje& of this diſ- 
cale, Reaſon, For rhen there. were 
no ſuch diſeaſe in the body but of 
neceſlity they muſt be offended, and 
injured : . but we ofcen »find- men 
ſtrongly taken of: this diſcale, with- 
out Ulcer, Tumor, or any other {igne 
of, wrong to the proper a&ions of 
thoſe parts. Befjdes , if they were 

| the 
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the ſubje&, and the diſeaſes lodged 
in them, then ( ſuppoſing them'tb be 


ampuredy ) the diteaſe were cured, 
and the body rendred uncapable of 


it, (which cannot be granced,) For 
many receive this dilcale by inhe- 
ritance, in the ſeed of their parents, 
one or both x and vive it to their 
Nurſes. Many receive it from the 
venereous milk of their nurſes 3 the 
geniralls of both which, fora lon 
while remain ſound, So that the 
members oft gencrarion are diſchar- 
ged. | 

Next to quit the Liver's claim , to 
be the ſear of this diſeaſe, ( which 
tiath been the opinion of many Phy- 
ſitians of note ) againſt whom, 1 ar+ 
gue'thus; Thar part which is primo 
and per ſe offended , 'is the ſubject of 
thar offence, or diſeaſe injuring but 
that's not the Liver: for Ulcers and 
Tumors ariſe-in the genitalls , from 
this difcaſc, (and that'ſomerimes ve- 
ry ſpeedily) which' if by —— 
an 
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and'fit remedies 'they were Cured, 
the Liver and whale body wauld re- 
main ſound, It any doubt, whether 
theſe Uicers and lumors be cftects, 
and do ſhew the preſence of this dil- 
caſes let them enquire , How their 
bodies were contaminated , : and by 
what Contact; alto by what ſpect- 
ficall remedics they were cured, and 
they will ccaſc to doubt, It chen 
thele effects diſcover the diſeaſe pre- 
{ent , then thardiſcaſe (bcing an ac- 
cident') muſt have a ſubjc& proper 
to 1t, which, we have proved ws gC- 
nitalls themſelves , | proves offen- 
ded ) cannot be z much leſſe the Li* 
ver , which tor a time remains uns 
touch't, (thediſcalc being as yer 
not prepagated fo farre.)  there- 
tore , cither the acciderr mult be 
without a {ubje&t, or there: is ſome 
other z tor the Liver mult ccaſc 1s 
claimes Beſides , it is well known, 
that the dilcale is propagated by 
Contact, and contact is nor at the 
Liver, 
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Liver, which is far diſtant, Now, if 
the diſeaſe center the body by Con- 
react, 'it is then immediately , in its 
proper ſubject, or not z It not, then 
the diſcaſe paſſeth from ſubje& to 
fubje& , and ſo hath no proper ſub- 
jet. Further, It the Liver were the 
proper ſubje&t, then (to ſpeak in 
their Janguage ) the ſanguitying fa- 
culcy, mult neceſſarily be preſently 
vitiated , as foon as the diſcaſc en- 
ters. For, if a bowell be vitiatcd, its 
proper tacuſty and work muſt nes 
ceſlarily be forthwith vitiated. Ga» 
len will -tcll you , that where fan- 
uification 1s vitiated , Fiunt fluxus 
| © xy aut Uittatus color. The body 
nouriſhed by virulent blood , the 
whole habit of it becomes virulent. 
For, as is the blood , ſo is the fleſh, 
and conſequently the colour of the 
ſame, throughout the whole body. 
Bur that dark, ſqualid , fuſcous , 
dull, flowcrleſſe colour, that uſual- 
ly accompanicth and — 
this 
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this diſcaſe (grown,) appeareth nor 
of a long time, in many infected, in 
whom the diſcaſe lurks , as curbed 
and correged by ſtronger ſpirits 
and bowellsz and 1s in its progreſs 
reſiſted, ( Nature endeavouring her 
own preſervation, and to keep her 
quarrers {ecure.) 

Now for the third opinion , of 
thoſe that make the Head the ſcat 
and ſubje& of this diſcaſe, It not the 
Liver or Genitals, much lefle the 
Head can be: tor many have the 
diſcale grown ( as appears by af- 
fliing-lymptoms ;) and yet find no 
ſenſible injury thereby, in their 
heads, Apain, The Head is never 
pR_ and immediately aff:&ed , 
D ut - 5069 ee” other parts of the 
body have bcen firſt taken with this 
diſeaſe z and, therefore, not the Sub- 
jet. Betides , rhe eftets of rhis diſ- 
caſe have often becn removed from 
che Head, and yer this Peſt remain- 
ed in other parts of the body, (which 


C 2 fufl- 
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_ ſufficiently evinceth the opinion af- 
ſerted, and confuteth the contrary.) 
Now, though grievous ſymptoms , 
as flames, puſtules , ' hard rumors , 
ringing in the cars , dimnefle of 
_ fight, falling away of the hair; and 
many otier cffc&s of rhis diſcale 
appear in the head +, Yer thele are 
cauſed by the contagion, carried 
along, in.the humours. and vitall 
ſpirits ',, which arc diftribured 
through the whole' body ; who 
( eſpecially moving towards the 
head, and having thts diſcale lodged 
1n them) produce -thele eftects there. 
For the ſpirits being light ſubſjatices, 
thin , and. paſſabte, do naturally 
move upwards, and, by their tenut- 
ty, do pierce and paſſc through all 
the parts of the head ycr, the dil- 
eaſe hath not its {cat there , ( tor the 
reaſon in the former Scion deli- 
vered) : For the proper and princt» 
pall operations of the animal ta- 
culty, are not offended by it, as 

Ima- 
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Imagination , Realon , Memory. 
And if the ſenſory parts be offen- 
ded, vitiated, and weakened by the 
diſeaſe, itis rather , by reaſon that 
they, are naturall bodies, , ( nourt- 
ſhed by ſuch blood and ſpirits ) 
than that they arc the inſtruments 
of , and belonging to, the animal 
and rational faculty, And there- 
fore I conclude, Not the Genirals, 
not the Z.iver, not the Head, bur 
the Humours and Spirits, are the 
true and proper fſubje&s of- this 
dilcaſe ; of whichyZ-1 bad not fo 
much enlarged , but for thar 1t 15 
importantly neccſſary to be known , 
ro direft, how the Cure 1s to be 
{pecitied and determined. 
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CHAP, V. 


What the Aﬀe& 1s, which is ſea- 
ted in the Humonrs, Oc, 


F you enquire what that Aﬀect 

is, which is ſeated in the Hu- 
mours and Spirits, 1 ſay it 1s no 
other than a diſtemper. It, Whar 
diſtempcr > ahot , cold, moiſt, or 
dry? Ifay, it may accompany any 
one, every one of them, and yet be 
another thing different from them, 
For the character of this diſcalſe is 
a certain degree and manner of 
diſtemper , which we have not 
words to expreſle, Neither there- 
fore muſt we flye ro a fourth kind 
or ſpecies of diſeaſes , ( amongſt 
whom, to place this) to the Antients 
unknown , who have left us the 
acknowledgment bur of three kinds, 
( though they knew a kind of dif- 
cales 


(8 
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caſes that offend after a ſecret man- 
ner ). for they knew the biting of a 
mad Dog, of whuch they could give 
no ſufficient .xcaſon , and yer they 
did not conſliture another kind , be- 
ſides the three, uſually reccived for 
CMUodus aut gradus von variat ſpeciem, 
Thar there is in this Diſcale a de- 
gree and manner of diſtemper, above 
chat which is Elementary , appears 
1n this 5-that there are certain effects 
and impreſſions of it, that cannot be 
reduced to any manifeſt Diſtemper, 
The operations ariſe from the Tem- 
per, and they are injured or offended 
by Diſtemper. As chereforc, perfe&t 
operations proceed from a like de- 
gree of Temper; ſo alſo, operations 
eminently offended , are thus offen- 
ded by a like degree of Diſtemper. 
Alſo we find, that this Diſealc is cu- 
red by remedies , that donot cure 
maniteſt Diſtempers.: yet » uf they 
reſtore the operations, it is neceſſary, 
that thev reſtore the Temper. Bur 
K4 teeing

ſeeing they do not, (as curing this 
Diſeaſe ) reitore rhe manifeſt, Lcm- 
per; it followes, -that rhey reſtore a 
degrce of Temper, that we cannot 
expreſſe; and tiar they. take away 
a like degree of Diſtemper , [uper- 
induced by this Diſeaſe, This allo 1s 
to be conſidered 3 that this Diſcale 
may lodge in every Diltcmper : for 
1n practice we find, that men of cold 
Diſtemper, as well as hot, and ſome 
of dry, and maralmodicall bodics, 
as well as the moiſt , and ſucculent, 
are taken with this: Diſeaſe. So that 
this Diſtemver may joyne wich any, 
with every Diſtemper. Ir is evident 
_ therefore , thar the CharafQtcr of 
this Diſcale, is another degree, and 
manner of Diſtempcr, ſvper-induced 
beſides that of their owne formerly 

Introduced. | 
And this conſideration alſo'is of 
great moment ; that in rece1ving-this 
diſeaſe by Contat , ( as in thenext 
Chapter at large.) this degree and 
manner 
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manner of diſtemper , wherein it 
contiſteth , 1s introduced after the 
manitelt diitemper is induced 5 yer 
ſo, as that there is no great ſpace of 
time, (rather a priority of "nature 
then time, ) between the degree 1m- 
preſled, and the diſtemper : which 
though at the beginning it may be 
disjun@ from all proper matter, yet 
molt commonly 1t is joyned to', 'and 
conveyed with, and in matter. And 
it not alwaycsſo , yet while it cor- 
rupts the humors and ſpirits:z bow- 
els and members ; it becomes rhe 
caule of begetting this corrupt and 
depraved matter, tough and viſcous 
ſantes , which 1s by degrees pg 
gated in the humors and ſpirits, 
throughout all the bowels and mem- 
bers, And this is the manner of pro- 
ducing, and deriving the Venereous 
diſcafe , which the next Chapter 
will more fully clear. fi 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VI. 


Of the Canſes of the Venereous 
Diſeaſe. 


Ow we ſhall enquire into the 
Cauſes, producing this Diſeaſe, 

which arc either Exterrall, or  [nter- 

_ mall. The Externall are all compre- 
hended under Contagzon , and that is 
either /mmedzate , or Mediate, Im- 
mediate contagion is, when there 1s 
an immediate Contatt between the 
bodies infe&ing, and infeted. Mes» 
diate, when .- other body com- 
eth between, which receiverh the 
infe&ive vapour , and conveyeth it 
to the body , that 1s to be infected, 
Cas the aire;) Eicher the common 
aire, .or that portion of it , that by 
the infe&or is breathed out , and'by 
the infeted , is received 1n. Now 


that this diſeaſe cannor be os” 
c 
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ed by the medium of common or 
outward air , is evident for then, 
multitudes that dwell in places and 
neighbourhoods of venereous per- 
ſons, (as it talls out in times of peſti 
lent contagion) would daily be in- 
feed, ( cipecially they that dome- 
ſically cohabir, and kindzeds moR- 
ly , . would be much endangered ) 
which experience doth not confirm, 
So that this good haththe Venere. 
ous plague beyond the other, thar ir 
keeps more at home, [and doth nor 
caſt forth ſo ſtrong a ſeminary of 
contagion,f( though Fraca#tortus, an 
Author of no mean rank , thinketh 
otherwiſe.) Neither 1s 1t conveyed 
by aire, breathed out, and received 
in ; for then, they that talk mouth ro 
mouth with the Venercous, {( and 
eſpecially ſuch as apply remedies 
to the ulcers of their mouth ) muſt 
needs be infeted 3 which 1s mor 
found, Ir is truce, the Taves of the 
lungs communicateth aſcminary of 

contra» 
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contagion to the aire breathed out, 
ſo thar they which arc apr to receive 
that diſeaſe ( drawing it in } are en- 
dangercd,. But not for it ſc]t , bur as 
accompanied with. an Hefick Fea- 
ver, But ofthis diſcaſc, it is not 
obſerved. Sothar, all media'c con- 
ract being rejeed, it followes , that 
onely by immediate and corporcall 
contat, this dilcale 1s conveyed. 
And' hereby I underſtand, carnall 
uſe of a vencreous perſon , ſucking 
venereous milk , or herditary diſpo- 
fition . from the feed of venercous 
parents, ( which Plautus 1n eAmpht- 
ter, calls Contagio.) The true man- 
ner then how rli1s diſcale 1s con- 
tracted, is no other bur this, ( as 
hach even now bin i\hewed)cithcr by 
gencration, JlaCtation , or mutuall 
attrition of bodics z whereby.dcfiled 
ſpirits ( mixed with the pure ).com- 
municate a degree and manner of 
diſtemper , together with a prava 
proluyies, ( induced or produced ) 
which 
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which running. up and down the 
body, infefteth the bowells onely in 
ſome, and in others the members 
alſo ; but in ſome, not, ( being refiſt- 
cd) asjn Anſwer tothe Queſtions 
ſhall be made appear. 

The 1ntrraall cauſe of this dif- 
eaſe is no other, bur, Ichor © ſames 
queam prava, ( having their proper 
lcaven in them) communicated, and 
renaciouſly adhering co the. hu- 
mours and ſpirits. VVhy this Sares 
is propaparced, fumetimes , and in 
ſome, looncr 5 in othicrs, laters many 
caules may be alledged ; i. -Thela- 
titanic or ſtraiencfle of tive ſerminall 
paſlages 3 for, in wider pores and 
paſſages, this /{luvres is more caſi- 
ly drunk in. Vhere the way 1s 
ſtrair, the diſcaſe doth {cldomer,'and 
more hardly propagate ir ſelf, . 2. A 
greatcr, or lcſſc plenty of humours , 
as in bodies more or | lefſe moilt- 
3. Grcater or Icfle di{poſcdnefle of 
the bowells and members, to re- 

CLIVE 
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ceive or reſiſt the contagion, And 
hence is it, that they which have 
looſe flefh, and abounding with hu- 
mours, (their veſſells being large and 
open-mouth'd) are ſooneſt rainted, 
( firſt, che humours z then , the ge- 
nitalls; next, the mouth ) for theſe 
cauſes, and other reaſons before 
expreſled. 

You may obſerve, that men of 
drycr, harder, andcolder bodies , 
are leſſe ſubje& ro this diſeaſe , ( as 
jabouring men, poor men, old men). 
I have read it obſerved , that the 
Turks are not cafily infeted here- 
with, though they have alwales 
amongſt them venereous captives,of 
both ſexes; and the reaſon ſuggelt- 
ed, 1s, for that their bodies are more 
hard and drie , and conſequently 
their genitalls. And thus much for 
che cauſes, whereby you may per- 
ceive, how this diſeaſe deriveth, in- 
ſinuareth , and propagateth it ſelf. 


Now , ( foraſmuch as no Argument 
"<bax can 
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can be ſet forth ſo clearly, as to leave 
no darknefſe or doubts in the mind 
of the Reader , eſpecially in this 
branch of it , touching the Cauſes.) 
I ſhall therctore 7%. bu endeavour 
his- ſatisfaQtion , by ſolving ſuch 

veſtions and Doubts, as may yet 
beclowd him. 


CHAP. VII. 


Doubts and Quefions Reſolved, 
touching the Cauſes eſpecially.

eA-ſw. This diſcaſe lycth prima- 
rily .1n the humours and naturall 
ſpirits, ( for ſo I may call them) and 
thcy arc more grofle, and lefle move- 
able , & cannor be emitred or darted 
out of the body , or, (it they ſhould) 
would take weak im ita upon 
the'aire; The vitall ſpirits indeed 
are more ſubcile , and may paſle fur- 
thetz and therefore diſcaſes, prima«» 
rily in them , have a more flagrant 
ſeminary, toimpoiſon the air. , Yet, 
it 'this diſeaſe be: accompanied with 
a fcavour, ( as, in time and grouth, 
it will ) that may put ſtings into1t , 
and render it mediately contagious.

year, many years, betore the effets, 
{ymproms, and evidences, undoubs 
tedly diſcover the difcaſe preſent, 
Queſt, 7, How comes zt to paſſe, that 
ſomeumes, and to ſome , at ore cotton 
with the Verereous , this diſeaſe 15 con- 
trafted , yet others can ſcarce be 11fefed 
at many ? ; 
Arſ. This muſt be aſcribed to ma- 
| ny cauſes, 
1. To the various diſpoſitions of 
| bodies ; for ſome are more prone tq 
' | this, or that diſcaſe , and tnerctore 
* | rake it ſooner : for nature makes leſle 
| reſiſtance. Whichalfo 15 the reaſon 
' | char chey which have any. weak part 
"|| of their bodies, do receive a dileaſe 
ſooner in that part. Forexample, let 
a man that hath the gowt , be taken 
"| Venercouſly , and he ſhall find at 
| more to prevaile , and affiifthim in 
his feet. So on lym that hath weak 
eyes , if this diſeaſe ſupcrvenc3 his 
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cyecs are ſgoner, and more afflicted, 
than orher parts. 

2, Carcleſneſſe ſ{ordidneſs in ne- 
pglecting their own bodies, is ano» 
ther cauſe, For they that rightly 
and rationally cleanſe chem(el ves 
atrer coition, are ſcarcely, aad ſel- 
domer, raken ot this. dilvaſe, Buc 
they that ( having no care of them- 
ſelves) do ſuffer the /{luwies ro cleave 
unto them, ar? ſooner, and more 
fhercely, taken of ic, 

3. Long ſtay in carnall coition , 
makes much to infe&ion z for the 
that welcer in unclean bodies, ( wy 
through the ecſtaſy of luſt , much 
iaflame themſclves after faciety ) 
are ſpcedily, and at one coition in- 
teted : Bur they that ſoon with- 
draw, and arc lefle inflamed, are nor 
ſo wy ſtung, 

: 4+ They are ſooneſt infeed thar 
moſt burn in luſt, and are ( with 
the horſe) more violently carricd to 
coltion, by a ſperm-fire. And hence 
iris, that ſo many of the younger 
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ſortareſo ſoon infeted, For when 
heat of youth , and heat of luſt, 
(more rurgent,by ſpermarick and roo 
liberall diet) mcet together , there 
is a great flame, which makes them - 
tearleſle of a worle, and greater. 
The like may be ſaid of them, que 
rayo Venere fruuntur 3 for when they 
obrain their defires, they go on vio- 
lently, and fo are the ſooner infec» 
&ed. ihercalon is, becauſe a grear 
conflux of ſtimulating ſpirits fall in- 
to the genitalls, by whoſe heat and 
rage, (. ſpermarick waics are much 
dilaced, and ſo ſer the more open to 
the poylon. 

Queſt. 8. Sore move the Queſtion, 
Whether a woman , carnally known by a 
UVeriereous man , and yer #nine ber ſolf 
(as to ſenſe, at leaft) wainfefed ; ma 
yet enfe# him that next approachet 
her> 

Anſw. Some hold the Negative, 
becauſe, Nemo dt quod n0u baberty and 
therefore it hardly finds credir, that 


a perſon uninfeaed , ſhould yet in» 
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fe& another. But to hold the Affir- 
mative, 1s to maintain that , which 
1s ncither 1mpoſhble nor irrationall, 
It 1s, evidenced already , that this 
-Lues may lurkin the body ' many 
years, ( 1n the humours and cavitics) 
and therctore let it not ſcem ſtrange, 
if, in coition , it defile others. Ve 
have the ſtory in Awrcen, of a young 
woman , ncuriſhed up with poylſo- 
nous dict, wha was never poyloned 
her ſelf, and yct poiſoned all that / 
had carnall uſc of iicr. You have an- 
_ other preiident (in plague-rimes ) of 
cats and dogs, who (not being infc- 
ated themſelves ) carry the infeRion 
toothers, Sothart the Affirmative 1s 
no abſurd aſlcrtion. 

Queſt. 9. whence comes 1: to piſſe , 
that at the beatnning , when this diſeaſe 
came newly znto Europe , it was ſo for- 
midably raging ; but now 1s Lecome 
much more mild, and leſſe deftruftive > 

Anſw. There were many cauſes 
conſpiring , that at firſt made this 
diſeaſe more fierce , which at this 
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time ceaſing,( or abating their aCti- 

vity it is reaſonable , the *dilcaſe 

(hould remit, The cauſes that made 

the diſcaſe fo formidable ar firſt, 
were, '1, Aﬀrighting novelty, new 

and ' fierce ſymproms , whereof 
they neither underſktood whence 

they aroſe, nor to what degree of at- 
fliting they might aſcend. So that 
men being rerrifted by this novelty, 
and ignorant of the power of their 
enemy, became ſpirit-faln; and their - 
bodies (nor having the benefir of the 
counſell and courage of their minds) 
were delivered up captive to the 
diſeaſe, to do what it could on them, 
And this was one reaſon, why ir be- 
came ſq formidable. For, as in rimes 
of Peſtilence, that diſcaſe affrights 
moſt ar firſt 5 ſo, they are in moſt 
danger, which are 'moſi caſt down 
and trampled on by their own fears, 
Whereas the more careleſs and con- 
fident ( having all the help, ſtrength , 
and defence, of courage and refolu- 
tion , that the generous-governing 
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mind can give ) are ſo much the 


more ſecure. So is it in this caſe, 
And this alſo is the reaſon , why the 
body, in ſleep, 1s more ſubject to the 
inclemency of the aire for ( not be- 
ng ap by che mind ) it 15 
wholly delivered up to the piercing 
aire, ( it being of it ſelf able ro make 
norc{iſtance ) and therefore men are 
then moſt ſubje& ( as we phraſe ut ) 
to take cold, ( which let them ob» 
ſerve,who ſleep in their day-cloaths, 
withour ſuperſtrate coverings, ) 
2, Ar che firlt breaking 1n of this dil- 
cegſe, apt remedies were not found 
out, ro arm men againſt the rage of 
it. The vertues of thoſe Indian- Sim- 
ples (whence the diſcaſe camc) were 
not knownz and when they were 
found, it was looked upon &s a blef« 
ſing dropt down from-heaven , and 
the Inventors bleſſed, 3. When apr 
Simples were found, they were ulcd 
(by moſt in praiſe) without wetgh- 
Y reaſon; ſo that for want of me- 


od todirc& their uſe, thoſe reme- 
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dies not oncly proved fruitleſſe to 
ſome, but to athcrs hurtfull. Bodies 
ill handled with acute medecines, 
become more dcfiled. 4. All cnemies 
in their” avaunt, ſhew themſelves 
moſt formidable, Iime was, when 
the Tex, or Hicket, produced dread- 
full cfte&s ; the Neezing (which we 
look upon as a remedy) was once & 
dilcalc ſo deplorace, that by-ſtanders 
(terrified with it ) brought in thar 
cuſtom of praying over them , Chriſt 
belp, &c. which cuſtom prevailes to 
this day, So we read of the Mertagra 
and Gemurſa, diſcaſes, at their en- 
trance , fierce, which afterwards 
became more remiſle. And this leads 
me to the next ——_ 

aeſt, 10, What the reaſon ſhould 
be, that thoagb this diſtaſe be generally 
milder , yet, on ſome, it appeays very 
cynell ) 

Anſw, Hercof may be aſſigned ma- 
ny reaſons: 1, Either che difcaſe 
finds weak bodies, full of corrupt 
humours, bodies paſſively diſpoled; 
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and hereby it becomes. the more ty- 
rannous. 2, Or the diſcaſe is a re- 
lapſe, and finds nature yielding3 and 
renued and ingeminated diſeaſes e- 
ver appear worlt.3,Or other diſcaſes 
fallenin, arc joyned with it, ( one 
diſeaſe drawing on another his con- 
generate); and diſeaſes rhe more 
complicate , 'the worle. 4. Beſides , 
the new diſcaſe falls in, when na- 
ture is weak, low, and languiſhing z 
ſo that its expulſive ability cannot 
keepout,. or drive off the diſcaſcs , 
new nor old. 
ueſt. 11, Whence comes it to paſſe, 
that this deſeaſe falls muſt, ſome;tmes oh 
the hairs , ſometemes the nerues, ſome- 
times the bones, ſometimes the fleſhy 
parts ? "oF Bs 
Anſw. Becauſe they are more dif- 
poled and propenle to receive 1tzor, 
becauſe they do lefſe repel] it. Hence 
itis, that when and where the fleſh 
1s weak, and doth lefſe refiit, ( which 
ariſeth of many cauſes) then it falls 
on fleſhy or muſculous parts. And 
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the like may be ſaid of all the reſt, 
That | which Phyſitians ſay of the 
Feavour-heat, ( that ſometimes it 
falls on the humours, ſometimes on 
the ſpirits, and ſometimes on the {o0- 
lid parts, as they are more diſpoſed 
to1n{lanmation, or do lefle refift thar 
flame } may as truly be aftirmed of 
this ditcale, 
ucit. 12. Some mote the queſtion, 
Whether there be any region or people, 
among t whom this diſeaſe 1s more ſprea- 
aing> Axdibe reaſon, why, they move, 
it, 15, becauſe it is ubſerted of old , that 
there are diſeaſes nhich have ſpread ſome 
(ountrees, for ſpectall reaſor.s , and apt- 
weſſes in the natttes : as the Elephan- 
tiaſis 7» Egypt, the gout in Attica, the 
Dracunculi zz Arabia, the Aphthz 8 
Syria. 1n Ethiopia , was @ diſeaſe 
that ſent our of therr bodies winged lice, 
and our of the ſume perforations grew 4 
range ſcab , which held them till 
death. 
Arſ. To give reſolution to ,this 
queſtion, know3 Thar all diſcaſcs, 
(which 
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( which diſtinQly beſall fome Conn- 
erics more than other ) do ariſe; ci- 
ther, from thetr diet , or from ſome 
evill conjun&ion of humors in , and 
thereby, inclinations of chat people z 
or, from ſome winds, that bring con- 
ragious vapours , by inſpiration af- 
ſaulting them ; or, trom the temper 
of rhe aire, impreſſed by Influences. 
The ſcab of /£thiopta , the Dyarune 
cals of Arabia, ( which the Ancients 
mentiun ) came on them by their ex- 
cefle in dters ( for they were a vora- 
cions people ) and eſpecially , from 
their Reding on Locuſts , which de- 
praved their conſtitutions. The gowt 
of Attica , arofe from their full and 
delicious diet , and much venery. 
We read alſo of Winds , which 
brovghr the cauſes of ſiclenefles, (as 
ehe ſourth-VWind from Afreck ro Eu- 
rope ) and fome Winds barrennefle 
ro Women. So that all Endemitcall 
diſcaſes, proper to regions ariſe 5 ei. 
ther, from a corrupt uſage of thoſe 
Countries, or from the termper of the 
aire. 
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aire. Burthis diſeaſe hath no ſuch 
riſe ( adjuvant cauſes , I deny not) 
fo that it cannot be peculiar to any 
region 2 but ſceing 1t is gotten by 
contadc, (eſpecially, that of coition) 
I fay , it is moſt peculiar to thofe 
Countries, Citics, Families, Perfons 
that are moſt addiaed to Venery, 
And (o 1 come from the Cauſes, and 
{uch doubts as ariſe thereupon, unto 
the Signes.

CHAP. VIII. 
Of the Signes, DiagnoStick: 


He ſtgnes of this difeaſe , are 

cither Dzagnoftich , or Progno- 
ſtick: Diageftick , or ſuch as diſcover 
the diſcaſe preſent, (befides rhoſe 
which have been ſcattered in the 
precedent Chaprers ) may from the 
accidentall differences of this dif- 
caſe, (the eſſence being alwayes the 
ſame) be rallicd in this order 2: as 
they 
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they flow, 1. From the riſe , rhat 
one 1s herea:tary and native, another 
acctdentary as by a foul bed, a venc- 
reous Child to che Nurlc, or a vene- 
rcous Nurſe to the Child. 2, From 
the aze of it; that one is Legws, ano- 
ther grow1g , a third coxſermmate.. 3, 
From the ſymptoms 4 that one 1s more 
Tehement z another milder, 4. From 
the ſex. 5. From the age of the patt- 
ent, 6. From the coxſtztution, 7, From 
the «ſages. 

1, From the yiſe: for if the Coun- 
tenance do not plainly ſpeak the dit- 
caſe , ( as by paint, 4t may be much 
lilenced ) yet it will give occaſion t6 
enquire, whether they have not been 
carnally joyned to the venereous 3 
whether they have nor been 1nfor- 
med, or had reaſon to believe, that 
they deſcended of venereous parents, 
one vor both ; or had a venereous 
Nurſe 1 or ſhe a venereous Child, 
Theſe may make the matter proba - 
ble, and prevent, or ſtrengthen other 
enquiries, Otherwile , the fignes 
dilco- 
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diſcovering) are not certain, and infalli- 
ble; bur ſuſpitious , and conjeQtarall. 

2. Signes from the age of the diſeaſe, 
fall undcr three Heads; either as it is, 

1. Begun, tor at entrance they are all 
obſcurc,and general,and much common + 
with other diſcaſcs : as wearineſle , 
( without labour ) overthe whole body, 
moveable pains in the head and body , 
heavineſle or ſloathfulneſle of all inftru- 
ments of motion, unluſtfulneſſe after 
lleep,, the colour of the face changing , 
and growing darker. TIf'it entred by a 
defiled bed3 heat and ſharpneſſe of u- 
tne, ſmart in the genitals , heat in the 
reins, dulneſle, ſadneſle, 

2. Growing os: virulent running of 
he reins, (green , yellow, or towards 
lack) pains, ſwellings, ſoft tumorsof 
ff the privities , ( oneorall ) with in= 
realing anguiſh. Sometimes a little 
zavour, ( withont any great ſignes of 
urrefaQion) akeing of the perioſtia, or 
y the bone z pains increaſing 1n the c- 
ening, and later part of the night, and 
raged by the hear of the bed 3 a little 
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cough, urine becomn ſabulous, pale , 
ſmelling ſtrong and rancid, ſpermarticall 
matter floating on itz ordure fceculent, 
of various forms and colours, ( rowards 
oreen, yellow, black ) not onely in di- 
vers, bur in the ſame ſtool, 

J, Conſummate and (Confirmed, are , 
coldnefle of nature, deſirous of the fire, 
a continued and ſerled pain of the head, 
in ſome part of 1t3 tumors, ulcers a- | 
bout the head ; flaccidity, looſnefle of 
fleſh, and rottenncfle of the privities; || | 
rumours,ulcers (or borh) of the mouth, | | 
( which arc ſomerimes cruſty, {ome- || ' 
times purulcnt, fometimes callous ); |} ! 
whorleneſle of voice , {peaking through | © 
the palate or roof of the mouth, and} © 
noſcz not opening their mouths wide tofþ © 
ſpcak as formerly , and finding it pain-fj P 
tull ſo co do ; falling down. of the nole, cl 
and a ſtinking breath, from che cariolity 
thereof 3 falling of the hairs, eſpecially} !

ſharp pains about the cheek-bones, 
ringing of the ears, clefts of the. hands 
& teet; and grievous tormenting pains 
throughout the whole body 3 which 
becommerh cmaciate, ( apperite being 
decayed, and concottion much weak- 
ned); dimneſle of fighr,the colour of the 
eyes changed,(having loſt, their bright- 
neſſe and apiliry)become flow of monion3 
ſtinking , loathſome, flimy ſweats3 to- 
phous knots , ( like thoſe of the gout ) 
the colour of the skin becomming ſtill 
more darkfome, ſquallid , and like the 
countenance in a black Jaundics ; Bu- 
boes {welling our in the Tngwine » 
and ſometimes falling in, (flyingfrom 
place to place , c{pecially of rhe Emun- 
Aorics), Moſt commonly it appears in 
this order, Firſt, by acrimony , and 
ſharpneſle of urine, virulcar running of 
the reins, (and ſometimes nor, which 1s 
{cldom. ) This flowing, women oft mi- 
ſtake for rhe Whites, whereby the dif-

3. S1gnes from the ſymptoms ; which 
ever at beginning are milder, and atter- 
wards more fierce. This 1: the realfon, 
why the, patient negle&s the bett ſeaſon 
of Cure, govcraing the care of his 


| health, by ſenſe of pain 5 which (crecp- 


ing oh intenſ1bly) wakes him think the 
Alempet will ſpend it ſelf, and ſo wear 
away. 

4. Signes from the ſex 3 for the wea- 
ker {ex have ſome benefit above the 
ſtronger, (to abate the ditcaſe by Cnild- 
bed, and montiily clenfings) but a grea- 
ter milchiet, by the paſſive and recep- 
tive formation ot thcir bodies, (lodging 
\trulent ſpermc) and (being of more 

| ſott 
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ſoft and ſpungy bodies) are more apt to 
receive contagion, and have weaker hy- 
mors, and ſpirits to reſiſt, and repell the 
ſame. And hence itis , that che —_ 
and {ymproms , betore mentioned on 
them, do become more fierce and dolo- 
rous, 

5. Signes from the ave of the Patient : 
As more years are an advantage againſt 
inte&tion, ( old mcn do not fo cafily re- 
ceive it , and the fignesand ſymptoms 
do not appear ſo fierce) fo have they 
thereby a greatcr diſadvantage , for it 
they arc once (cized, it ſeldome departs 
bur with Lite, 

6. Signes from the co: fti:utic , and 
temperament, Ihe Cholerick are fo0- 
neſt ranged , the Mciancholly moſt at- 
fliced , the ſanguine make belt reſiſt- 
ance toinfetion, and are beſt Cured ; 
the Phlegmarick have ir lying longeſt 
in their humors, ( all which muſt be ta- 
ken into Conſideration, when you exa- 
mine upon the figns before mentioned.) 

Laſtly, From che #ſages. The tender 
and idlctake it ſooneſt, arc moſt afflit- 

. : 
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cd,. and with greateſt difficulty Cured: 
Comtrarily , laborious and dry bodics. 
And thus you have a Catalogue of the 
ſignes , ( not all, for that were endleſle): 
about which, three things are to be ob- 
ſcrved. 

I. That all theſe, at the entrance of 
the dilca(c arc lefle vifible , and more 
mild but as the diſcaſe growes on , do 
more appcar and rage. 

2, Thatas it is not neceflary, thar all 
theſe (igncs concurr where ever the dil- 
caic i153 ſoit is hard to find a vencre- 
ous body, on which one of thele ap- 
pcars alone, ( for it there be falling of 
the hairs, there arc alloUlcers, Tumors, 
anc manifold Pains z; and fo of all rhe 
reſt, ) For you ſhall never find one la- 
bouring under this diſcale ( growen ) 
but many of theſe ſtgnes conſpire to 
blab, and diſcover it; and the reaſon is, 
( becaule rhe foxes of this diſcaſc 1s ſca- 
ted inthe humors, ( as is before ſaid ) 
which arc diſperſed throughout the bo- 
dy, from which cach bowell and mem- 
ber with its nouriſhment, having its de- 
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filement ) ſo that ir cannot be, the dil- 
caſe ſhould have but one window to 
look our at, 

3. That moſt of thele figns arc pro- 
duced by other diſcaſes; yer, in rwo 
things they differ ; One is, The contu- 
macy or itubbornneſle of this diſcaſe, 
and its accidents, beyond cholc of other 
diteaſes, The other is, The difobedience 
and oppoſition , that this diſcaſe makes 
roall ordinary remedies. When you 
find a diſcale ( ſeeming another ) 
throughout not obecient ro the reme- 
dics, lcttus by the Antients , you may 
vehcmently ſuſpe& it tobe Venereous.

long, and accompany them till death. ) 
Again, This diſcaſe contracted by co- 
1r10n oicly, 1s cafeſt cured; next, when 
brought cn by che breſt;. and hardeſt , 
when :nheried, Beſides, they that 

mnrge well by childbed, rermes, or 
=. th bamorrhotdes, are lcfſe fubjc& 
ro, or atHlicted by this diſcaſe; -and on 
them it 1s more catily cured, ( they ha- 
ving many ordinary. Sewers for corrup- 
tion.) Likewilc, it there be a falling a- 
way of hairs, a proneneſle to ſweat the 
dilcale 1s the ſafer ; ( tor when it fal!s 
outward, and the skin open) it appcars 
the ſooner to be removed 3 but the dee- 
pr tte aſeaſe Jodgerh , the harder the 
cure, Alfo, it the diſcaſe be joyned with 
2 icavcr, the more conſjderable the 
{cavour, the harder the cure. For the 
remedies

Death comes not, but when 
the hcart is vehemently injured 3 and. 


Nature ever ( what it can) prekany 
an 
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and defends that fortreſle , eſpecially 

againſt this diſcaſc, Beſides, this diſeaſe 

of it {cif begets no feaver, bur by acci- 

dent. In this diſfeaſc, Reſpiration 1s not 

changed, but rarely, and at laſt extre- 

mity. The Pulſc is not altered, for there 

are no diagnoſtick fignes from thence 

of this diſcaſc , ( a good evidence, that 

Nature detcnds the Heart.) But,de 1Mo- 

ao queritur, which take thus, The vital 

ſpirits are the molt mighty inſtruments 

of Naturc, to ſecure themlelves and 

her. Their fire is ever in oppoſition to , 

and depuration of , and from, what is 
hetcrogenious , ( and, againſt what 1s 

moſt oppoſite , moſt ative, ) And the 
ottner they paſſe the elaboration of the 
heart, the more (irong they become. 
That which A-:ftoile ſaith of Choler, 
( how truly, I do not aftirm ) Puarto de 
part, Animal, [ That the heart will no: ſu f-

As impure gold is (by the firc- 
heat, and ſeparating ability ) ilJuſtra- 
red, purified , perteted 3 fo, the hu- 
mours and ſpirits (venereon(ly defiled) 
by che hearts heat,are purified and pre- 
{crved , the lcfſe and more ſlowly cor- 
rupced, 
ucſt, 2. #hether this diſeaſe be cars» 
te> whether it be true, (which ſome affirm ) 
that it never makes peace , but truce onely? 
Anſw, Experience evidenceth the 
contrary, Ic is truce, that unlefle this diſ- 
caſe be ſcalonably ſec on, and reſtrain- 
ed, it rakes deeper roots; and though ar 
beginning ir hath ſecret and under- 
ground workings, and dolefle, or not 
at all appcar, ( for reaſons formerly 
ſhewed ) yet, with time, 1t takes cn+ 
pacrie* pe diſcovereth it ſelf. Now , 
one reaſon why this diſcaſe is ſo ſeldom 
cured, ariſeth from thc Patient, who 
being ( by the induſtry of the Phyſiti- 
an ) once delivered from fierce ſymp» 
toms, and ſenſc of pain , too haſtily be» 
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cometh confident of being cured z de- 
clines obedience to {urther indeavours : 
{o that the diſeaſe ſill lurks in the hu- 
mors , (and wirh them imbibed by the 
bowels and members ) and breaks torth 
again. Hence hath riſcn that provcrbi- 
all ſpeech, that it admits a truce, not a 
PCace, 

Queſt. 3. Whether, as trme was, when 
this arſcaſe was not, ( for ut 15 a ſtranger un- 
to us, z0t endemicall) ſo time ſhall Le, when 
it ſball ceaſe > Whether it [hail bave but a 
ſeaſon onely;as the Mentagra,ard Gemur- 
ſa znltaly, and the Sweating licknels 7 # 
England > 

Anſ. Ir 1s propable chat it (hall be ſo, 
and this T am induced to think from 
theſe conjectures, 1, Becaule, other dil- 
caſes formerly not known, ( nor being ) 
had but their ſeaſons, and now are anti- 
quated and extint, (as 1s inſtanced in 
the queſtion.) 2, Becaulc, {ince this diſ- 
caſe began in Europe , it is much abarcd 
of its rage: and that which may abate, 
may aboliſh, If you ask mc, how this 
ſhould come to paſle > I anſwer, many 
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wayes, 1. By dict , and manner of li- 
ving, men will become more choiſe and 
frugall, 2. They have, and will Icarn 
more prudence 1n coition; and as rime 
reacheth men diſcretion, ſo will they 
more avcid this contagion, 3. Cleanli- 
neſle about the body, will do much to 
cftc& this, ( as in anſwer to the ſeventh 
queſtion. ) I thall further give probabi- 
I1ty to this opinion , by anſwer to ano- 
ther Queſtion , thus, Why was the 
plague of Pceſtilence , and _ ſo 
trequent formerly, and now lo rare? 
( Or,it the Peſtilence break forth, is oft 
lo ſoon quelled?) No reaſon, (as to 
men ) can be given, bur, that men have 
more care of their diet, $kill ro manage 
preſervatives, are more diligent in clen- 
ling their Cities, and Habitations, have 
more care of their perſons in avoiding 
contapion : The ſamc may be ſaid of 
this diſeaſe. It raged formerly, becauſe 
men were more negligent of them- 
ſelves : but time and experience teach 
them more prudence, 

Queſt, 4. Doth not the ſupervention of 
this 
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this diſeaſe , cure and remove the falling. 
fickneſſe, Aftbma, or othey mortall diſesſe, 
Aaſ. 1 know, it is affirmed by tome, 
and they give this reaſon 3 becauſe , by 
this difcale, there 1s a torall change 
wrought upon nature : fo that it ſhou}d 
eaſily come to paſle , that thofe almoik 
naturall diſcales ( mentioned ) ſhould 
hereby be removed, Bur theſe are fal- 
lacies; for, grant that by this difeaſc, a 
great change is made on nature; yet it 
1s a change to the worſe, Therctore , 
how can it be, that thoſe diſcaſes, which 
Na a body otherwiſe {vund ) are of 
themſelves difhcule , ſhould (bein 
coupled with a more depraved aileaſe 3 
become more eaſily cured > 
Quetlt. 5, Doth the Pox keep out the 
Plague > 
Anſ. I know it hath been vulgarly 
aſſerted , that the venercous are fecure 
againſt Pcſtilent contagion : and they 
we this reaſon , becauſc another kind 
of diſktemper prevaileth in the venere- 
ous, diſtin&t trom that which 1s apr to 
produce peltilenc dileales. They uy 
allo 
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alſo from experience , that venereous 
houſes and perſons, arc {eldom viſited 
with peſtilent diſeaſes, Bur theſe are 
trifles; for the charaQer of the peſtilence 
is PutrefaCtion , ( whether occult or 
nor ) venenous putrctaftion, And who 
can deny putretaQtion in this diſeaſe > 
and that the humours, ſpirits, bowels, 
and members, (depraved by ir ) are apt 
turther to beget 11? Sorthat it cannot be 
hoped , that one kind of purretaCtion 
(hould ſecurc againſt another, Onely 
thus far it is truce, thar (it any venere» 
ous perſon hatly been lately and per- 
teetly cured ) he 1s the lefle ſubjeRro 
peſtilent infection z and the reaton is, 
becauſe the Fomes of purretaction 1s 
raken away tn the vencreous cure, Bur, 
that one plague kceps our anocher, 15 & 
pleaſant dream, and were a madneſle to 
athrm. 

Quelt, 6. wWherber there be any Anti- 
dote, any true and certain means of ard 
ng contagion 3 ſo as, that a man may uſe a 
Uenereous womans and yet wot be infefted by 


ber > 
An(w. 
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Axſw. 1 know there are thoſe , who 
promiſe great matters this way; and 
(that they may feed their own cove- 
touſneſlc, and others luſt, and taRor for 
the devill ) do boaſt of their ſecrets in 
this kind, as if they were skild beyond 

| others, to give an Antidote, that ſhould 

ſecure againſt ſuch venereous contagi- 
on. Burl look upon theſe pleaſant and 
wicked fables, as cheats , and methods 
of baſe gain. For we knoy, that in co- 
tion, rhere 1s a murtuall attrition of 
genitals, a mixture of humours and 
ſpirits; ( for the pores, by ſuch flames, 
areſct open ) ſothat it cannot be, bur 
that infeQted ſpirits ſhould be mixed 
with the pure, 1n thoſe pores , and they 
ſo become dcefiled. *Tis true , ſuch pro- 
payla&ick medecines may do two 
things : 1, They may, denſare poros ge- 
xitalium, (o that the paſſages of the hu- 
mours and ſpirits may be lefle patent. 

2. They may corroborate and confirm 

the ſpirits, that they may the more 

ſtrongly repell the inteAton, ( as Trea- 

cles do againſt poyſon.) But there is a 

differen 
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different reaſon between poiſons that 
are taken inwardly , and this diſcaſe , 
which is contracted by Conrad ; for 
poiſons do not alwaics and preſent] 
mingle themſelves, with the humors 
and ſpirits, as this doth. Beſides, pot- 
ſons firſt emer the ſtomack, (which pre- 
ſently repells them, as appearcth in 
dogs vomitings ) then are diſperſcd 
through the veſſclls, and contaminate 
the ſpirits: but this Peſt preſently enters 
the inward parts , by defiling the hu- 
mours and ſpirits. Laſtly,ſuch things as 
_ from poiſon,arc taken inward- 
;thar they may be diffuſed throughout 
the whole body, and ſo confirm the ſpi- 
rits and bowels, But the medecines ( to 
which theſe attribute {0 great vertue ) 
are outward things , which cannot dif- 
tuſe their efficacy through the inward 
parts, Again, if there be any medecines 
to be given , which ſhall preſerve from 
this infe&ion,it muſt be thoſe Antidotes 
which cure the diſeaſe, (as Treacles 
cure the poiſoned, they alſo preſerve 
irom paiſon.) But the Indian Woods, 
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which (though more ſlowly) do at 
length cure this diſeaſe, cannot pre- | 
ſerve , but rhat they which uſe them, | 
may at the {ame time be infeRedz tnuch ſ | 
leſs can other remedies. Bur you will | 
objec, chat many go in tothe Venere- : 
t

ous, and yet find; by experience , that 
they are not inteed(whuch yer 15 more 
than they can be aſſured of: ) And then, | 
chat which Nature doth ſor ſome, Why p 
may not Art do for others? 1 anfwer,Þn 
Art cannot impreſſc upon the fparits| 
ſuch a faculty of reſifting , as Natureſtt 
can, Yet, I do not denys but that Anti-b 
dotes may be found , wiuch may work uf 
in taxtum, that men may not fo calily beex 
raken of this diſcaſe 5 bur,that they mayru 
promiſe them ſatety, I utterly deny{ciz 
Therefore let none ſuffer themſclyes roff v 
be deluded; for, to avoid this _— n 
they have. onely theſe three remedies {cir 
To maintain Chaſtity , To live Contipu 
nently, and, Toayoid the Venereous. pf t

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' Anſw. 1 know, ſome are for the Ne- 
gative, and they tell us of their experi- 
ence, That they have found thedilſcaſe 
thereby exaſperated, Alſo they argue 
turther, that the diſcaſc may be cured 
and expclled at firit by Nature it ſclt; 
bur ( when provoked by Mcdecines) it 
turchcr ſpreads throughout the budy. 
Burt this opinion is not more falſe than 
pernicious 3 for, all men rſt in thatge- 
nerall rule, Prizcipris obRa;z and ( from 
Hippoc. de logis in hom, Q de ſacro morbo} 
that a diſeaſe muſt be withſtood at rhe 
beginning z and that great care is to be 
uſed, thar young diſcaſes be forthwith 


' bqextinguiſhed. Now , asthis is a good 
nayrule in the curing of all diſcaſcs,{o clpe- 
nyqcially of this; for at firſt, this diſcaſe 
$19 when taken by impu: e coition) lodgeth 
cr gin the out-parts , and needs not medi- 
es cines that work by alteration, bur ex- 
ntipulfion. And who doubts of the truth 

of that, Tarptzs eficitur, 7c that venom.

CHAP. Xl. 


Of the Cure in Common. 


He Cure hath two branches , e1- 
ther as commoy to other diſcaſcs , 
in the uſe of Unit: rſals; or , as Speciall 
and proper to this, Antruererral, And 
this again; cicher the cure of the diſcaſe 
itſelf , or of the ſymptoms, which arc 
many anc fticrce, And thougi) {ome go 
off, or ahace, with the diſcaſe 3 yer 0- 
tners:require ſpeciall cure, ( which 15 
done by Chirurgicall applications, 
whereot I necd not further crouble the 
Reader. ) Now the cure in common, 
confiſts in the right uſe of Catharcucks , 
Thl:botomy, D: apborericks; tor it this Peſt 
be to be thrown our, all paſſages are to 
be ſet open , that way may be made for 


che ſpeciall cure, A method is robe ta- 
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ken from this diſtemper , and all com- 
plications, (tor it rarcly gocs alone) and 
all other indications. The fix things cal- 
led nor-naturall , muſt be rightly orde- 
ied. Venzry, fora ſcaſon, baniſhed, 
thac ſo the Yires may be keprſirong, to 
expell a diſcale of long cure , and (hort 
diet 3 and leſt, by nominee of 
the body in coition , the diſcale entred in 
one part be diftuſcd. Pnlebotomy 1s (in 
caſe of Plethory, or fierce accidents) to 
be uſed, and not (asis the manner of 
ſome) in all venereons cures, to breathe 
a vein preſently. Dtaphoreticks in 
growen diſcaſes arc of great moment , 
and require due management.

CHAP. XII, 


Of the Cure in Specaall. 


A Sthere are many mcrhods of Spect- 
Au Cures, fo they may all be redu- 
ccd to theſe two heads, Riproued, or 
eApproved, Methods Reproved are, 
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#. By remedics common, and not Spc. 
cificall, which find no obedicnce here; 
or, not without a greater miſchuct, than 
bench co Naturc. 

2. The good-chcap poor- whore cure , 
by. Foxtanels, raken up tromUthic pracic 
ot the poorer Spaniards , ( amongit 
whom 1rt 15 1n common ule ) whereby 
Nature hndeth ſome calc, ( di*burthe- 
ning part of the purulcnt marcer ) bur 
the fomes 15 Icft within , rorender their 
condition deplorate, lam no friend to 
continued Iſſues , which prevailed not 

in practiſe, untill rhis difcalc brake 1n- 
ro Europe. 

3. By Mercuriall Knyurnt , which 
may {crve tor Carricrs and Portcrs, ro- 
buſtous bodies; and yer, even in them , 
the conſequems render ut perilous , if 
not pernitious, I know, ſomcarc ſoig; 
norant and audacious, that they make 
it their ordinary Champion, (erting up- 
on every venercous patient with this 
dreadfull remedy, as if no cure conld 
be diſpatched withour it ; the cffe&s of 
whoſc boldncflc , many have mourn- 
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tully carried to their graves. VWhar this 
Unguenc 1s , I nced not expreſlc z its 
compoſition is well known , berrer than 
truſted ro, or deh1ighred in by Arrtits. 
For, this Unguent , rubb'd on the palms 
and plants ot hands and feer, 15 ſpeedily 
carricd to the head, ( as appears by the 
floods of (alivation ciiart tollow the uſe 
of it, )For it>Mercury(being an acrial & 
ſpirituous body compacted-as appeareth 
by irs orbicular & crembling motzon)as | 
ſoon as it 1s attenuated, and refolved by 
naturall heat, breaks our of its compa- 
Eture, as fired powder out of a gun, and 
(naturally fly:mg upwards ) 1: carried 
through vcins and arteries to the brain , 
with many vapours accompanying itz 
which Vapours and Mercury (there 
condenfing) arc attenuated, chquated , 
as a cloud tor rain; and, trough the 
palate are calt down to the mouth or 
ftomack, in faltiation. The 1v1uch of 
this appears to them, (who, in falivatie | 
on, hold a picce of gold in their 
mourthes ) who find che ſpirits and va- 


pours of the Mercury ( concreating ), 
nany 
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hang about it; as ir doth about other 
ſolid bodics : tor its ſubtile flying ſpi- 
rits paſſe through the wholc body , and 
fix about the bones alſo , who receive 
' on themſelves the ſubſtance and colour 
of the Mercury, ( as in the mouth about 
the gold.) 

4. By Mercuriall Cinnaber-fume , 
which 1s yet more tormidablc z and (to 
ſuch as have peCtorall diſcaſcs, ſhort 
breath, ill affeQed lungs , are troubled 
with diſtillations , weak bowells, chol- 
Iick pains, dyſenteries) pernicious ; uſe 
what care you can, Mercuriall airc will 
gct in, There being fate methods of 
Cure , Jet theſe be laid alide : for ſcarce 
ro any perſon arc they uſed, without the 
manifeſt offcncc and detriment of ſome 
bowell, And though great pretc nders 
may promiſe ſecurity in its uſe, yet it is 
no wiſdome ro adventure your perſon 
upon every one's , bold. rath, and ignoe 
rant confidence ; Melins et ,0n pro- 
arſſe, qudm ol eſſe , Fierce accidents wall 
fallin, Bold Empcricks will promiſe 
much, and perform little; and will 
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adventure upon what they cannot go- 
vern: and therefore muſt needs abuſe 
themſelves, and their potzents. I do not . 
decry the right uſe of Mercury; for, 
rake away + Aires » Antimony, and 
Vitriol, you leave the Armory of Phy- 
{1ck, reproachfully weak. 

The Methods of cure approved, are 

1. Thar by Treacles and Indian 
Alexipharmaca , which in time, and 
right uſe, will take cffc& ; but this way 
1s long and tedious. 

2, That by Amntwenereall Magnets; 
which is noble , and to be reſted in ; 
ſure, potent, and eff. tuall ro draw out 
the venercous matter : which let none 
deſpiſc, becauſe they do not underſtand 
by ſuch hints. Dz: laboribus omma Tendunt. 

The Laſt is, that by Sympather:call ap- 
plication 3 which ſaverh the patients 
much trouble, and uſeth nature in her 
moſt ſublime , and nobleſt aivities. 
( Theſe rwo laſk Methods of cure, let the 
weaker ſcx eſpecially rake notice o'g 
whoſe more tender bodies , and feeble 
ſpirits, render them morcunableto ba - 
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, ken to my hands, ) For who knowes 
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the more rough and difthcult wayes of 
care.) Theſe are methods, which ma- 
ny men, of great attainments other wilc, 
( through pride and: unthankfullnefle ) 
have rendred themſelves uncapable ot, 
Whar the Magnerticks arc, how applied, 
and by what cauſality they. operate; 
whar che- Sympathericks to be choſen 
are,and by what ſymmetry,onencls, and 
community of ſpirit, they have their cf- 
fe& , or whereby thcir cauſalicy is hin- 
dred, or {ct on motion, logs dres docutt 1, 
every one Is not fit to receive it, Hor 
would underſtand 1t they were told, 
nor conld apply it they underſtood, Ihe 
Jearncd unprejudiced, may intorm them- 
ſelves. If any one find a new ſpri-g iſſu- 
mg out of Paryaſſas, reaſon will, that he 
firit drink-rhe waters thereof, The ct- 
fect will beſt commend the work, and 
the patients Ewge's the cure: ad that's 
enough to ſecure againſt the mad rooth 
of detraQion, and filence the charge of 
Wovelty, ( the irength whercot others, 
(tamons in their gencration) have bro- 
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not, that the opinion of che Circulation, 
of the blood is new , and thereupon the 
do&rine of Feavers fundamentally new, 
the way of the Chyle new , the Gadd 
fication of the heart, veins , mafle of 
blood ic (clfe new, the proper work of 
the Liver new, the Chymicall anatomy 
of all mixt budics new, the whole frame 
and face of naturall Vhiloſophy new : 
and yet che Aſlercors of theſe not deſpi- 
{ed by any, but proud Stoicks , whom 
no rcaſon can per{wade that they are 
men. Phylick came in ar firſt Empiri- 
cally, (though ir ſtood nor lo ) and by 
induction of manifold experience ut 
was brought into Preceprs and Princt- 
ples: And had the way of improving 
CXpcricence , been longer ſtood on,/and 
Phyſick roo ſoon not taught to ſyſtema- 
tize ; it had better improved, and fewer + 
breaches been made on its do@rine; to 
the greater honour of the Art , and ts 
Proteſſors, and benefit of Paticnts. Bur 
this practicall Art muſt be like ſpeculas 
tive Sciences , and take a body of gene- 
rall Principles before they be found fide 
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| dgna, & (ſufficient cauſes of Concluſion. 
| Bur had they been ſuch; the Fabrick 
had been firmer, Ir is true, and cannot 
be denyed, that naked Experience, (nor 
ſupported by weighty Realon) is but a 
dwarf, and can do little 3 nay, is ofren 
miſchievous : bur chey that joyne both 
rogether , will find them a fortreſle 
ſtrong enough to abide the battery of 
calumny. It (in theſe methods of cure ) 
| 1 walk 1n paths lefle trodden, yet (fince 

my foundation 1s pureſt Philoſophy ) 
I (hall ſay for my ſclte , Salve amicurn 
lumen | 1 will not, wich ſome orhers, 
contra ratiorem 11ſarire, All the fſatis- 
fation , Iihall in concluſion give the 
Reader, (and that will ſatisfie the ſober 
and modeſt ) is, to remit him to that of 
Seuech. .
